CHINA.

SHANGHAI. 

Dates from this port extend to the 21st April ; the French mail 
from London March 1, due April 18, had not arrived, owing’to the 
Messageries steamer Ava having sustained damage in collision 
with the steamer Rona. The following summary is from the 
North China Herald :— 

It appears]that difficulties with natives regarding the Woosung- 
road are not yet atan end. Messrs. Farnham and Co. have lately 
been employed in laying the foundations for the bridge over the 
Yangtsze-poo, but were interrupted in their operations by the 
villagers, who had some grievance concerning the taking up of 
their land. Two policemen were sent down to protect the work- 
men and materials, but affairs wearing a very quiet aspect, one of 
these has left. With a view to explain the intentions of foreigners 
and remove any misapprehension from the minds of the country 
people, the Mixed Court Magistrate, Mr. Coryell, Mr. Blethen 
and Mr. Haas proceeded to the spot, and assured the objectors that 
as the land required was taken, all claims for compensation would 
be satisfied, in accordance with the arrangements made by 
the Taoutai. Having done all they could to soothe the popu- 
lar feeling the magistrate and those with him returned to 
Shanghai, under tho impression that the villagers were satis- 
fied; but no sooner had they left than the interference 
was resumed, and dirt was flung at the policeman. The police- 
man remonstrated in vain, and a3 one woman became more trou- 
blesome he endeavoured to restrain her. The villagers, however, 
flung stones,Zand struck him with bamboos, and after a short 
struggle, in which he had to use his baton to defend himself, he 
beat a retreat to Farnham and Co.’s premises, refraining from 
using the revolver and sword with which he was furnished. In- 
formation having been sent to the station, five armed policemen 
were sent down by the steam launch; but the villagers only 
waited till the boat came in sight,and then made their escape 
further inland, or concealed themselves in the neighbourhood. 
After the single policeman had left, the timber for the bridge was 
looted and carried off, but the police party found most of it se- 
ereted in one of the houses, about three hundred yards from the 
creek. Search was also made for the ringleaders in the disturb- 
ance, and about eight people were captured, including both male 
and female rioters. Several of these were brought up at the 
Mixed Court, and, after a preliminary investigation, the more 
guilty in the affair were sent into the city. 

The Peking Gazette contains a full translation of the Emperor's 
edicts regarding the approaching marriage. They add little 
however, to information previously published. We hear that 
Prince Kung bas officially intimated to the Foreign Ministers 
that Ho-ching, now acting Governor General of the Two Kiang, 
has also heen appointed acting Minister Superintendent of Trade 
for the Southern Ports The Gazette discloses a very pretty bit 
of blundering. or squeezing, near Jehol. So far as we can make 
out the case, certain waste lands on the outskirts of the Imperial 
hunting ground were given to the Bannermen fer cultivation, on the 
understanding that they should eventually revert to the Crown, 
The time for that reversion seems to have arrived, and officials 
have been sent down to reclaim them and to allot other waste 
land. The old tenants very naturally objected to be turned out ; 
and the officials of course took the opportunity to squeeze, besides 
using injudicious violence. Altogether a small insurrection seemg 
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to have deen excited. The Gazette of March 17 contains a me- 
morial from the Viceroy of Szchuen reporting the existence of 
great distress in that province. Last year secins to have been a 
disastrous one in many parts of China. Chihli, Szechuen, and 
Kwantung all suffered from excessive rain and consequent floods. 
In the present case an appropriation of ‘Ils, 200,000 is ordered, 
and the neighbouring provinces are to be called on to send rice 
into Szechuen. 

Several heavy thunderstorms passed over Shanghai on the 13th 
April. The first passed directly over the settlement. The light- 
ning struck the tower of the Union Chapel in Shantung road, but 
fortunately did no damage beyond breaking open a venetian 
shutter and scattering some plaster. The Chinese excited them- 
selves greatly over this incident, and were divided between a 
belief that Joss was angry with something that went on in the 
building struck, and an impression that it was Trinity Church 
which had had a hole knocked in the roof specially to let out the 
black devil who has haunted it ever since the autumn of 1870. 
Another flash struck a godown at the back of Messrs, Russell 
and Co.’s hong. One of the telegraph wires running past the 
Borneo Company's premises was broken, and one of the iron posts 
on the Woosung road knocked over. Among the natives it is 
rumoured that a Chinaman was killed near Hongkew, and various 
similar reports concerning foreigners have been current, but we 
have not been able to verify any of them. 

The Asiatic Society met on the 17th April, when a paper by 
Mr. Watters, on the “ Life and Works of Han-yu or Han Wen- 
kung” was read by the President, ©. W. Goodwin, Esq., Messrs. 
T. Fergusson, Chefoo, and J. P. Munro-Fraser were elected non- 
resident members of the Society, and H. Maignan and George 
Shearer, M D., Kewkiang, proposed for election. 

The annual general meeting of subscribers to the library has 
been held, the Rev. C. H. Butcher in the chair. The report and 
accounts showed that the revenue had not met the expenditure 
(including London account to 31st December) by Tls. 75.26, re- 
quiring the committee to trench on the reserve fund to that 
amount. The number of subscribers now on the books is about 
150. The report and accounts were passed; and the Rev. Mr. 
Butcher, Messrs. Cordier, Mullins, Kaye, McLellan and Pagn 
appointed committee for the year. 

The prospectus of the Shanghai and Hongkew Tramway’s Com- 
pany has been issued. The object of the company is the laying 
of a line of tramway between the City East Gate and the lower 
limits of Hongkew. The proposed capital is Tls. 120,000, in 
1,200 shares of Tls. 100 each, with power to increas> to Tls. 
200,000. 

There is an amended scheme for furnishing Shanghai with a 
theatre to replace the old Lyceum. The estimated cost is Tls. 
21,250, to be provided by debentures of Tis. 25 each for Tls. 
18,000 and assistance from the Recreation Fund. The scheme 
seems feasible and the capital very moderate ; and as the Insur- 
ance Offices promise to take the risk, debenture holders would, 
pee the drawing of their scrip, be safe to get their capital 

ack in case of such a catastrophe as befell the old building. 

The Spring Rifle Meeting of the S.V.C. has passed off very suc- 
cessfully. The shooting shows an improvement on former meet- 
ings; the number of enties stand about the same. 

The Shanghai Hsien has issued a proclamation calling on the 
people to bury their dead, and not leave them exposed on the 
open ground as at present. Persons too poor to bear the expense 
of burial can apply tothe Tung-jen Charity forhelp. The practice 
of burning the dead is strongly reprobated. 

The Soonkiong and Shanghai Tax Office has issued a notifica- 
sen PAS the rice tax will be reduced on and after the 17th 

pril. 

The Newchwang Light-vessel arrived in safety at her station 
on the 15th of March, and was made fast to her old moorings. The 
light was exhibited on the 21st March. 





HONG KONG. 
Dates by this opportunity are to the 27th April, or only two 
days later, owing to the change of monsoon. The Overland China 
Mail has the following items :— 


We hear that the indefatigable Fatshanites have revived the 
project of burning the new London Mission Chapel. A handbill 
was ah out on Monday morning, stating that it is arranged to 
demolish the chapel on the 8th of the next Chinese month, and 
inviting all sympathising with that object to be present on the 
occasion. As far as is known at present, the handbill would not 
seem to represent any large or serious measure of ill-will. Should 
trouble arise again when the summer heat has awakened and 
vivified the latent energy of the Chinese blood, it is to be hoped 
that our venerable and time-honoured friend, Consul Robertson, 
will be as prompt and decisive in his measures as the gentleman 
in charge of our interests during the disturbances of last summer. 
Fears have been expressed lest such should not be the case. 

The discovery, lately recorded, that the Great Northern Tele- 
graph Company’s cable had been wilfully cut, is a matter that 
calls for public and emphatic notice. The ordinary dangers attend- 
ant upon the maintenance of submarine communication are suf- 
ficient to cause grave anxiety to the superintendents of the lines 
without the additional element of malicious damage. Wecannot 
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that a resolution should be passed, vo 
company, and that the value of Mr. Chomley’s shares be referred 
to two merchants. 
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admit that the injury thus inflicted is a question for the “company 
interested only. Lt resombles, in the interest it possesses for the 
public generally, the damage cuused by those wretched villains 
who endeavour to upset a railway train or in any other way peril 
the lives of the public by attempting to destroy the property of 
individuals. The amount of harm that such a villainous project 
may succeed in inflicting is, even in the case of telegraphic com- 
munication, almost beyond estimation. 


IN CHANCERY. 
The Acting Attorney-General, instructed by Mr. Toller, appeared 


to make an application on behalf of Mr. Francis Chomley, a large 
shareholder in the China Straits Steam Navigation Company, 
(Limited), to have the Company wound up, as it was a losing con- 
cern. The A.A.G. said the Company was formed on the 14th 
February, 1870, with a 

shares of $100 each, for t 
between Singapore and the Coast Ports of China. 
the Memorandum of Association, such was the intention of the 
Company. But it turned out that only 1,777 shares had been taken 
up, consequently the Company was abortive, and it was foundim- 
possible to go on with the business. 
things the directors took upon themselves to commence business 
without consulting the shareholders, and the result was that only 
one steamer had been purchased or hired, and great loss accrued 
totheshareholders. It was, moreover, contemplated by oneof the Ar- 
cles of Association that the company should not commence business 
unless there were 3,500 shares taken up, as no extraordinary 
meeting could take place unless there were shareholders present 
to represent that number of shares. There being only 1,777 
shares subscribed for, comprising only a few shareholders, no ex- 
traordinary meeting had been convened, and the directors again 
took upon themselves to remove the head office from Hong Kong 
to Singapore, thus virtually dissolving the company and placing 
it out of the jurisdiction of the Court in which it had been regis- 
tered. Mr. Chomley had paid up two calls of his shares, leaving 
$50 dollarsa share unpaid; he was anxious that he should be 
relieved from further responsibility, and to have the company 
wound up, so that the assets would be divided amongst the share- 
holders. The Acting Attorney-General cited several cases in sup- 
port of his contention. 
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On the loss of the steamer Rona the following appears :— 

The Shipping List of the 17th contains a letter from an English 
passenger by the Ava, who makes the following remarks :—As to 
what happened after the collision, when the captain of the Rona 
had, with marvellous good fortune, been fortunately lodged on 
board the Ava by a lucky fall—I can only say that the Rona’s 
boats were not half full, that no attempt at a volunteer rescue of 
their comrades was made by the captainor any of the other survivors 
Their demands on the French captain to lower boats, after their 
own were abandoned and allowed to drift away, were incessant, 
without any voluoteering to man or command them. The posi- 
tion of the Ava, with a large number of passengers and a heavy 
crew, was extremely doubtful, and when the captain of the 
Ava consented to let one of the boats go, after seeing that 
the Rona’s officers had utterly abandoned their own, a volun- 
teer French crew, with one solitary man from the /tona, instantl 
and quietly embarked, alas! too late to reach the ill-fated vessel, 
which almost immediately foundered with che unfortunates left 
by their brother officers and fellow passengers who had made their 
way to the Ava in half-loaded boats. The letter concludes with 
some very strong remarks about the “ ex parte statement” pub- 
lished by the Shtpping List. Until the investigation takes place 
there will, we presume, be little chance of arriving at the truth. 


BORNEO. 
—_—O— 

The Sarawak Gazette has the following on Brunei:—The ac- 
counts we have received from Brunei reveal a more lamentable 
state of anarchy and oppression than we had believed to be pos- 
sible. Those of our readers who have noticed the statements 
and incidental allusions which have frequently appeared in these 
columns; would have been prepared to hear that immense diffi- 
culties were thrown in the way of all foreign traders entering the 
Sultan’s Territory, but probably few had estimated these at their 
proper value. 

We now hear, in the confessions of miserable poverty and de- 
gradation, in the expressed desire of active traders to enter the 
Brunei rivers, in their acknowledgment that the risk they would 
have to face alone deters them, what a system of Government 
like that sanctioned and protected in the Sultan’s kingdom has 
produced. The picture which has been presented to us of an 
aged prince, devoting the last years of his life to the unscrupu- 
lous pursuit of wealth, which is not likely to be of the smallest 
benelit to any but himself and his favourites ; ruled by his petty 
rajahs, whose first aim is their own aggraudisement; and ruling his 
thousands of subjects by their means alone is not one to be ad- 
mired or respected ; and whatever personal virtues or political 
considerations may have led others to undertake the champion- 
ship of such a potentate, it is time, in the name of justice and 
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civilisation, to call for the overthrow, or at least for the modifica- 
tion, of such a system. 

The question is not whether this Rajah or that should be su- 
preme on the coasts of Borneo, nor even whether the revenues 
and resources of its rivers should pass through the hands of a 
better or a worse Government, but whether an oppressed people, 
willing to progress, should be allowed to do so, and whether the 
riches of great and accessible districts, whose inhabitants have 
neither the heart nor the opportunity to develop and export their 
wealth, should remain unprofitable and unused, or should be suf- 
fered to flow into markets where a ready demand and an ample 
remuneration await those who can supply them. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
—o— 
SINGAPORE. 

Dates are one day later only, to the morning of the 5th May. 
The outward mail of the 5th April was expected. On the pro- 

sed annexation of Labuan, for which place Governor Ord had left, 
The Observer says:—There is an old and time honoured saying, 
“Let well alone ;’ now Labuan appears to be doing well, and 
progressing in the required direction, and is likely with proper 

management to do much better as it goes on with such a rich 
and productive island as Borneo at its back. If we are to believe 
Mr. Pope Hennessy, it is self reliant, and self sustaining, and its 
progress towards future and ultimate prosperity appears to be as 
certain as that of any other colony on the face of the globe. 
Then why hamper its operations, and darken its prospects, and 
lessen its value as a self sustained colony, by making it depen- 
dent upon and subsidiary to Singapore? How has the system 
answered in Penang, a much nearer and more consistent connec- 
tion, or dependency of Singapore than Lahuan? Why the lead- 
ing colonists of Penang have been repeatedly clamouring for a 
break up of the connection, so far as to allow them self govern- 
ment, and the control of their own finances. They might 
aon have done better than they have done, if they had been 
left to themselves to sink or swim, on the strength of t their own 
resources. 

The following news came by the last steamer from Labuan :— 

The Spanish three-masted schooner Maria Lopez left for Manila, 
the cargo of the steamer Zuzon having been transferred into her. 
The Luzon was put up to public sale, and brought $10,050. In 
a few days she will leave for Singapore. Sooloo still continues to 
be strictly blockaded by the Spanish forces from the Philippines. 
Regarding the above blockade, it cannot but have a material 
effect in depressing the trade of Labuan, both in imports and 
exports. 

e Straits Times says :— 

The colony has just now at command such an amount of en- 
gineering talent that the public works ought not to suffer through 
the absence of Major McNair, the Colonial Engineer. There is 
the Assistant Engineer, Captain Innes, now acting in Major 
MeNair’s place, the two Deputies, Lieut. Satterthwaite and Mr. 
Sheppard, and two corporals of the Royal Engineers—not to 
mention H.E. the Governor, who, being a colonel of the Royal 
Engineers, is able to assist them on occasion with his advice. It 
would be hardly fair to the public if with all this staff employed 
current public works should get on no faster or be no better 
attended to than when there was only the Colonial and the 
Assistant Engineer to carry them out. 

H.M.S. Zebra left the harbour on a cruise to the eastward ; 
she will, we learn, go to Labuan, and before her return will visit 
Batavia. She will probably be absent a month or six weeks. 

Salangore is again disturbed by troubles, occasioned through 

the interference of Syed Masahoor, one of Rajah Mahdie’s fol- 
lowers, who has made his appearance with an armed force near 
the stockades of Tunku dia Oodin, the governor appointed by the 
Sultan. This is doubtless through the machinations of Mahdie 
himself, who has been fur some time past endeavouring to raise a 
force and prucure arms and ammunition in various places,— 
Perak, Siak, Singapore, &c.,—and who is now, we believe, a state 
prisoner in Johore. The colonial steamer P/uto has but recently 
returned from a visit to Salangore and Laroot,—the Chinese popu- 
lation of the latter place being still in a very unsettled condition, 
and, is, we hear, to return to both places in a few days. It is to 
be hoped this Government will be permitted to maintain order in 
these States, in order to protect the trade of these Settlements 
from the interruptions caused by the constant recurrence of petty 
wars between contending rajahs, and the anarchy, and piracy con- 
sequent upon such a state of affairs. 
+ The arrival of steamers via the Suez Canal have been the 
Agamennon, from Liverpool, on the 27th, and Canton, from 
London, on April 30, and Zchihutchof, from Odessa, on May 3. 
The departures have been the Priam, on the lst, and Glenroy the 
3rd, both for London. 





CEYLON. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT), 

Our new Governor is gaining golden opinions. From the 
moment he landed the whole populace have received him with 
such demonstrations of joy as if all were persuaded that he is to 
be a most popular Governor. He has been met with addresses 
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wherever he went, and his replies to all classes who have ad- 
dressed him have been couched in cheerful, hopeful, straight- 
forward language, not constrained or distant, as many a Governor 
could not help being at first on arrival among a new people in 
a new country, and with everything around and about him new 
and strange. No, he met the people on all hands as if he wished 
to be considered one of them, to feel with and for them; to 
make their interest his interest; and asked them, in fact, to 
take him into their confidence, and to believe that in their 
welfare and prosperity his happiness would consist. Such a 
thorough throwing off of all reserve, and such a desire to benefit 
the country he has come to govern, cannot fail to make him a 
most popular, as he evidently intends ta be a most active Gover- 
nor. From the moment he Janded he has busied himself in see- 
ing things for himself. All the public institutions at Colombo 
and Kandy were minutely examined. He has made a sea voyage 
round halt of the island, inspecting Jaffaa and the Northern Pro- 
vince. Now he has landed at Batticaloa, where he has inspected 
the great irrigation work and is now traversing the Great Batti- 
caloa and Badulla Road—the greatest work undertaken by his 
great predecessor. 

If he can find a good harbour at the Batticaloa terminus and 
will push the road to completion soon, he will confer an enormous 
boon on the planters of Badulla and Madoolsema—as there will 
thus be opened to them for the first time an outlet which will 
place them on a par with the most favoured districts. An outlet, 
too, for the rice, fish, and salt from the Eastern Province into the 
interior will be provided, and our sea and land industries be 
largely and beneficially developed. To this end the Right Hon. 
W. H. Gregory will do well to devote a large share of his atten- 
tion. The road to Batticaloa once opened throughout, connecting 
the sea on the east coast with the sea on the west—the harbour 
and breakwater at Colombo constructed, and the Paumben Channel 
made navigable—Ceylon will hold no mean place among the colo- 
nies of the British Crown.

IMPORTS. 

Hankow.—The Piece Goods Market had remained steady, dealers 
continuing to make purchases for immediate requirements, fearing that 
the heavy stocks would shortly affect prices. Business had again been 
chiefly confined to Grey Cottons. Grey Shirtings: 7 Ibs. closed weak 
at Tls. 1.76 to 1.78; 8} lbs. sold at a decline of 2 candareens, the 
demand being inactive ; 2} lbs. quoted a candareen lower, Tl. 2.70 to 
2.95 per piece. White Shirtings: In small request, 800 pieces realised 
weaker rates, T-Cloths: Common 6 lbs. lower, but best qualities un- 
changed; 7 lbs. showed adecline of 1 to 2 candareens on all grades ; in 
8 lbs. former values repeated, little having been done. Woollens and 
Worateds: Prices firm for all descriptions, Camlets: Improving. 
Scarlet Spanish Stripes: Quoted higher. Long Kills: Neglected. 
Metals.—Lead : 5 candareens lowcr, and weak at Tis. 4.90 to 4.05 per 

icul. 

SUANGHAI.—There was a very dull and inactive market for all 
classes of manufactures. Holders had not in any way pressed eales ; 
indeed, most of them were holdiog on firmly to their stocks, and awaiting 
the expected demand and hoped-for rise in value. But, in the face of 
recent advices from the outports, few merchants had come forward at 
the asked prices, and the business hud been purely retail, the small 
transactions entered into establishing a slight concession to buyers. 

Hona KonG.—There is again no change to report in the inarket. 
Some inclination had been shown by dealers to make purchases, but the 
prices offered were lower than holders were disposed to accept, and 
transactions bad, corsequently, been very limited in extent. 

MANILA.—The market had been extremely quiet, and business had 
been very limited. Importers held their stocke very firmly and a con- 
siderable advance had, as a rule, been obtained on the sales ; dealers, 
however, shuwed little anxiety to buy, and stocks of many articles in 
the provinces were still large. It was expected that if supplies con- 
tinued to come forward on the existing limited scale there would be a 
ateady gradual advance in values, but as yet sales to any extent wero 
not practicable at the higher ratcs askcd by importers, :

SILKE.

Indeed, Canton Silks scem now to have the preference over Shanghai, 
owing to the high cost and mixed quality of the latter this season. [t 
was hoped, however, that the Chinese would be made aware of the fact, 
and give more attention to the preparation of their Silks next season. 
The season may be considered closed, the only arrivals being Szechuens, 
transhipped from Hankow. The unsold stock was estimated at barely 
200 bales, chiefly faulty and odd parcels. 

Canton.—The season of 1871-1872 was considered to have closed ; 
the total export to Europe had been 13,326 hales,'viz., 11,634 bales from 
Canton, and 1,692 bales from Hong Kong and Macao. Of theso 9,767 
bales went on to London, 3,539 bales to France, and 20 bales to Milan. 
Latest reports regarding the first crop of the new season are favourable 
as to quality, but the quantity was not expected to be large. The wea- 
ther continued unuaually dry for the time of year, and it was conse- 
quently feared that a supply of leaves would fail.

Redlands; or, Home Temper. By Harriette Bowra. London: 
Hopper anv &TovestTon.—lt is evident that the public appetite 
for the “sensational” style of novel-writing initiated by “ Guy 
Livingstone,” “ Ouida,” and Miss Braddon has been cloyed by 
the simple process of over-feeding. Readers of romance have 
had their fill since the authors we have named, with other dis- 
ciples of the same school, made their debut in the literary world 
of murder, forgery, and breaches of the seventh commandment, 
heroes, stalwart, muscular, but unintellectual ; heroines, golden- 
haired, fascinating, but immoral. But the novel founded on 
these delightful themes no longer retains its hold upon the read- 

ing public, and even its originators are seeking popularity in 
other fields—as witness Miss Braddon’s last work, a domestic 
story, embellished with graphic “word-pictures” of Anglo- 
Indian society and manners. Of a similar character is the two 
volume novellette now before us. As its title implies, it is essen- 
tially a story of home, the passions and impulses good or bad 
which agitate the little world which exists in every household. 
We regret that the limits of our space prevent our giving an ana- 
lysis of the plot. The authoress—whose name will not be un- 
familiar to our readers—possesses a graceful and fluent style, 
and her pages, both descriptive or conversational, are pleasant 
reading, while here and there may be found passages which give 
evidence of deep thought and strong feeling woll directed. On 
the whole we have no hesitation in saying that the work will be 
perused with pleasure by all except those whose ideal of an in- 
teresting novel isa florid rechauffe of the Newgate Calendar. 





ARRIVAL OF THE BURMESE EMBASSY. 
The members of the Burmese Embassy, sixteen in number, arrived 
at Dover on the 4th inst. in the steam yacht Tyeska Yeen Byan, be- 
longing to the King of Burmah. An immense crowd assembled on 
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the Admiralty Pier in the expectation of seeing the distinguished 
visitors land; but, to the disappointment of everybody, it was found 
that the yacht, when it had steamed to within 300 or 400 yards of 
the landing stage, where every preparation short of an official recep- 
tion had been made for the disembarkation of their Excellencies, 
instead of steaming alongside, threw out two or three warps, which 
were straightway made fast to one of the buoys facing the pier. 
Communication was soon opened between the vessel and the shore, 
and it was ascertained that the Ambaseadors did not intend to land, 
but would pass the night on shipboard. The yacht is a shapely 
though not remarkably handsome craft of about 400 tone burden, and 
she is to take half-a-dozen guns on board in London before she leaves 
England. She carries at her main the Burmese flag, a crimson pea- 
cock on a white ground, and a British ensign at the stern. She is 
commanded by an Englishman (Capt. Brown), and her other officers 
are Engligh, but the crew, which number about eighty, are Hindoos 
and Barmese. The Ambassadors are the bearers of costly presenta 
from the King, and it is said that among them is a magnificent brace- 
let intended for Queen Victoria, the gold of which weighs no Jess than 
seven pounds. The Embassy will, during their three months’ visit to 
England, visit Birmingham, Manchester, Leeds, Sheffield, and other 
important manufacturing places. 

The names of the Ambassadors are Mengyee Maha Saythoo Ken- 
woon Mengyee, Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary ; 
Macha Meulah Kyoden Taden Woondonk, Minister of State, second 
grade, and Attaché to the Embasay ; Meuiha Zayathoo Seraydangyee, 
Secretary to the Embassy; and Mr. Edmund Jones, Agent to the 
King of Burmah. 

On the 5th inst. the Ambassadors landed, and were officially re- 
ceived by the Municipality of Dover. The Town Clerk presented an 
address from the Mayor and the burgesses of the town, welcoming 
the Ambassadors to England. Afterwards the Embassy left the pier 
in four carriages drawn by pairs of greys, and were shown over the 
Castle. The Ambassadors arrived in London yesterday, and will re- 
main at the Grosvenor Hotel during their stay in the metropolis. 


H.M.S. Ocean arrived on the 5th at Plymouth, from the China 
station, after an absence of nearly six years from England. She 
left Singapore Dec. 24 last, and had heavy gales off the Cape 
rolling 35 to 40 degs. The health of the ship generally uicscahent 
the commission has been remarkably good, only two officers and six 
men having died of sickness and three men from accident. Of the 
latter W. Cooper, leading stoker, fell into the engines and was killed 
on the 12th of April, the other two were seamen, who lost their lives 
by falling from aloft. One of them very nearly killed Capt. Hewett, 
having struck him severely on the shoulder in falling. The Ocean 
has on board, including supernumeraries, 691 officers and men. 
During the voyage home she was 1,387 hours under steam and sail 
combined, during which she ran 7,644 knote, she was under steam 
alone 696 hours, making 3,287 knots, and was under sail only 692 
hours, when she logged 2, 570 knots, giving an average speed per hour 
of 4°86 knots for the whole voyage; the entire distance traversed by 
the ahip aince she was recommissioned being 23,000 miles. The ship, 
after inspection by the commander-in-chief, will have her powder 
taken out, and will be removed to the harbour at Devonport to be 
dismantled and paid off. 

The United States Government are about arranging with the Ame 
rican Trading Company of Borneo fora site for a naval station to be 
located within the company’s concession on the north end of Borneo, 
and a commissioner ia shortly to be despatched to select the place and 
complete the final settlements. 

Commander George Parsons has been appointed commander of 
H.M.S. Rinaldo, on the China Station, in the place of Commander . 
Robinson, promoted. 

Ropeat James Forest, Esq., late of Shanghai, has been called to the 
Bar at Lincoln’s Inn. 





HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rorrespam, Jane 6. 

A very painful impression has been made by a telegram, which states 
that the steamer Prins van Oranje, belonging to the Company Neder- 
land, has been tuwed to Aden, at a cost of £1,000, with a broken screw. 
This news arrived on the day that the shareholders met in the capital 
to hear something about the result of the operations of the first year. 
It is superfluous to state that the report was not satisfactory. In the 
prospectus a dividend of at least 16 per cent. was anticipated, but for 
the first year thero is no dividend at all, while the balance shows a 
deficit of about 140,000 guilders. This Joss was principally due to the 
unfortunate burning of the steamer Willem IIJ., but, notwithstanding 
that the first voyage of the second steamer hus ‘resulted in a loss of 
£.9,104.021, the managers have reason to believe that the following 
voyages will be satisfactory—of course, if the steamers do not mect with 
such cusualties as this one now reported. In the course of this year 
the company will increase their number of steamers by four, viz., one 
of 966 lasts, and three of 1,134 lasts and engines of 400-horse power. At 
the meeting a discussion arose upon the revision of the statutes, and there 
was a difference of opinion as to the advisability of having one director 
instead of three, but in the end the meeting decided that three directors 
were necessary. It was further decided that the directors should not 
be obliged to give up their own private business when they are appointed, 
although several shareholders were desirous that they should do so and 
give their whole time to the affairs of the company. It was decided 
that no dividends shall be paid upon coupons presented for payment 
more than five years after they fell duc. Prince Henry of the Nether. 
lands was elected honorary president. I heartily hope that the second 
year’s operation will give more favourable results. I hear that a pam. 
phlet will shortly be published by a passenger by the steamer Pring 
Hendrik, complaining of bad arrangements and ill-treatment on board 
that vessel. 
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You will remember some months ago I stated that spurious bills were 
in circulation in Amsterdain to an important extent, but that the as- 
sertion was contradicted. Since, however, it hus been proved to be 
quito true, as one of the operators has been arrested und condemned to 
imprisonment; and I now find from the aunual report of the Netherland’s 
Bunk that this establishment discounted seventy-seven false bills issued 
by three persons, by which it lost a sum of f.78,124.18. Upon the 
whole this year has not been favourable for the Bank. The net profit, 
exclusive of the 5 per cent. dividend to be paid onthe shares, has been 
£.1,719,151.80, against f.2,885,528.99 in 1870. x 

















EXTRACTS FROM DE BEAUVOIR’S YEDO, PEKING, &c. 
Tue Execution Grounp AT PEKIna.—Here the dust is laid 
with blood. We turn away hastily from a group of condemned men 
whose eyes are being bound before a shed, where Monsieur de Peking 
cuts off heads with one blow of his sword, This officer—the busiest and 
hardest worked in the Empire—is there now in his official capacity. The 
passers-by do not seem at all impressed by the sight which makes us 
fly, but continue their walk quietly. We are told that when there is no 
official performances under this shed a common butcher replaces the 
functionary, and exposcs joints of beef and mutton for sale on the spot 
still wet with human blood. A little further on we receive ocular de- 
monstrations of the fact that the heads of the decapitated arc exposed 
fn the open street. On the earth, still marked with md stains, we see 
seven little stands, each supporting a wicker cage; six men’s heads, and 
one woman’s, recently cut off, are enclosed in them, with a sentence 
written ona little bit of paper fastened to the hideous dirplay of bleeding 
nerves and muscles of the neck. A strong look of suffering is marked on 
their ghastly faces, with eyes still open, gaping mouths, and red-stained 
hair. One of our interpreters reads the cause of execution, “ Justice 
has punished theft.” Burial is long in coming for these mutilated 
Femathas whith are destined ,to serve as an example to evil-doers. If Y 
had not seen it three several times I could not believe in the wretcHed 
fate that befuls the head of a criminal; but on the famons bridge known 
as the “ Beggars’ Bridge”—a magnificent erection of marble—assemble 
daily'to beg for charity several hundred miserable creatures, hulf naked, 
leprous, diseased, and blind. They are in such a state of starvation 
that they take the decomposing heads from the wicker ¢ages, salt them, 
and eat them. ' ; i 
“¥Vrsrr To'Prrncs Kuna.—We rode on horseback, booted and 
spurred, through a muddy thaw to the Yameén of Forcign A ffaira, where 
& picket of riative cavalry satutes the Dac de Pentifevre. We give our 
horses to‘ grooms, dressed in «ky blue, wearing black velvet boots, and 
find ourselves before three red-buttoned dignitarics in fox-skin jackets, 
with official hats covered with red silk fringe and adorned with a long 
plume of peacock's feathers, pearl grey vilk robes with gold buttons, ‘and 
white satin boots. It would take a table of logarithms to calculate the 
humber of regular mechanical bows made in the courtyard. We bow, 
you bow, they bow, till you wonder when etiquette will allow you to 
faise your head. Besides, in Chiua you must always give a little forceil 
laugh iu saying good morning, with oh’s and ah's in a crescendo scale. 
At last the three greit ‘mandarins Ied us by a series of little foot 
planks and twisted bridges, round klosks with paper walls, and we find 
ourselves in the presence of his Imperial Highness, whose face is intel- 
Ugent and his reception most gracious. We asain spend about a 
tuuarter of un hour in reception bows, but we kept our hats ou our heads 
—to do otherwise would be a great breach of politeness. A sojourn of 
ted weeks in China has accustomed us to Colestial good mamers, And 
Tassug: yon that you would have taken us all for descendants of fire, 
éo skilful ure we in diawing out closed hands within our sleeves, then 
with much gravity and ceremony raising them joined together to our 
foreheads, so well do we know how to make a show of hilarity, and, 
finally, so cleverly, do we manceuvre our chopsticks, Meanwhile, as Mr. 
Brown, First Secretary of Legation, was translating the compliments of 
the Regent to the Duc de Penthievre, und vice versa, the tables were 
being covered as if by enchantment with hundreds of saucers of crackled 
china and litte cnamel jars the size of a thimble, all filled with ehopped 
up sticky messes, green, pink, and blue, with red juicy sweetmeats, with 
fruits, spices, meat, &c. Having regard to the awkwardness of the barba- 
rians, the Celestial potentates had pompously provided knives and forks, 
but we made it a point of honour to use the chop sticks, which pleased 
them. The Duc de Penthievre was on the Regent's right hand, Fauvel 
on his left. I had the happiness of being seated between the Minister 
of Commerce and the Minister of Public Instruction. You cannot 
tmagine how gracious they were pleased tu be; at one moment I had 
more than twenty different viands at once on my plate, and [ confess 
to having tasted pretty nearly all the hundred and fifty sweet dishes 
ranged upon the table. All would have gono off admirably if the 
chaplain had not made a point of trying to make me laugh by murmar- 
ing something ridiculous every time that the excellent Minister of 
Public Instruction, with extreme politeness, put into my very mouth 
with his chop, stick qnarters of oranges dipped in sugar, while the 
Minister of Commerce, rivalling him in good will, insinuated between 
my teeth on the left side slices of ham preserved in ginger. ‘‘ That 
old gentleman will poisun you,” our amiable companion of the race of 
Nangkao repeated each time. Without any allusion from us to our 
disaster, the Minister of the Interior brought the conversation gradually 
round to the difficultics of travelling, and, seeing that we pretended to 
fgnore the attack made upon us by the people under his jurisdiction, 
he overwhelmed us with apologies with a courtesy which will make us 
forget everything. 1 


EXTRACTS FROM LORD ELGIN’S CORRESPONDENCE. 

On tHe DEPEAT AT THE PrErHo.—SHaNGIAT, JULY 1, 1860.— 
Fretierick (his brother, Sir F. Bruce), partly from generosity of cha- 
racter, and partly from sympathy with the adiniral and admiration of 
his valour, abstained from stating in his own justification all the cir- 
éumstances of the unfortanate affair at the Petho last year. Moreover, 
his policy at the mouth of the Peiho was one which required success to 
justify it.in the eyes of persons at a distance. After the failure, no 
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matter by whose fault, he could not havo escaped invidious criticism 

however clear might have been his demoustration that for that failare 
he was not directly or indirectly responsible. Therefore I think it pro- 
bable that the result will prove that in following the dictates of bis own 
generous nature he adopted the course which in the long run will be 
found to have been the wisest. Ido not like to speak too confidently 
of the futuro. Of course their victury of last year has increased the 
self-confidence of the Chinese Government, and rendered it more arro- 

gant in its tone. Nevertieless [ ain of opinion that the result will 

prove that I estimated corractiy their power of resistance; that we have 

spent in our armaments against them three times as much as was 

necessary, and that if wo have difficulties tv encounter they are likely to 

be due, not to the strength of the enemy, but to the cambrous preparasr 

tion of ourselves and allies, the lo<s of time, and hazards of climate, 

and other embarrassments which wo are creating for ourselves. My 

last remark to Lord Palmerston was that L would ratier march on 

Peking with 5,000 men than 25,00!). 

Visit TO MANILA.—I have just got rid of my uniform, in which I 
thought it proper to attire my-clf, in order to reccive all the officers, 
naval and military, who came at nine o'clock to pay their respects. I 
nad strolled out much earlicr, tncognito, and wandered into several 
churches. They abound here, as do monks of all orders. The decora- 
tions seemed tiuselly enough, but there was the Cath»lic ritual, with its 
sublime suggestions and trivial furms, repeating itself under the equator 
in the extreme East as it repeats itsclf at Paris or Madrid, and under 
arctic or antarctic circles, And here as there, at those early morning 
services were a few solitary women assisting, some of them commons 
place looking enough, but others no doubt with a load of troubles to 
deposit at the altar, or in the ear of the monk in the box, heavy enough 
to furnish the burden of many such romances as those which thrill the 
public sensibilities iu our days. Aficr all, when the horrors which have 
brought about the result are past ant forgotten, there is something 
gained by that truculent Spanish system which forces the faith upon 
all who come within its reach. ‘“ Faistoi chretienner ou jet arra 
chelame,” as Charlemagne (not a Spaniard by the way, so there my 
illustration halts) said to his heithen enemies. There is something [ 
say gained by it when the origin is forgotten, becau-e the bond of a 
common creed does do a little towards drawing these different races 
together. They are not separated from each other by the impassable 
barrier of mutual contempt, suspicion and antipathy which alienates as 
from the unhappy natives in those ands where we settle ourselves 
among inferior orders of men. An aliministrative net of a not very 
flexible uature encloses all and kevps each member of the body politie 
pretty closely to the post allotted to him ; but the belief in a common 
humanity drawn periaps rather from the traditions of the early than 
from the practice of the moderm Church, run like a silken thread 
through the iron tissue. One feels a little softened and sublimated 
when one passes from Hong Kong, where the devil is worshipped in his 
naked detormity, to this plave, where he displays at least some of the 
feathers which he wore before he fell. So you must pardon me if my 
letter reflects in some measure the phase through which my mind is 
passing. 

Visit TO JAVA.—Altozether I was very much interested by Java. 
As [ have said, it is ruled entirely forthe interest of the governing race ; 
no attempt is made to raise the natives. I believe that the missionaries 
are not allowed to visit the interior, [ asker about schools, and ascer- 
tained that in the provinee of which the reseacy of Bantonz formsa 
part,'and which contains some 60,000 inlabitants, there were tive, not, 
I suspect, much attended. It was clear from the tone of the officials 
that there was no wisi: to cdaeate the natives. There is a kind of forced 
labour ; they pay a tithe of the produce of their rice fields, and are ob- 
liged (in certain districts) to plant coffee aud to sell the produce ata 
rate fixed by the Government, io others to work on suzar estates, and 
in all to make roads. Nevertheless, I am not satisticd that they are uo- 
happy, or that the system can be called a failure, In those districts 
which I visited there was no appearance of their being overworked, and 
I was assured that on the sucur estates the proprietors have no power of 
punishing those who do not work ; that rests with the officials exclusively 
tu do so. The tone of the officials on the subject is that no punishment 
is necessary, because, although they are lazy that if they had the 
choice they would never do unythiny, they do not make any difficulty 
about working when they are told to do go, Economically it is a suce 
cess; the fertility of the island is very great, 80 that thelabour of the 
natives leaves a large surplus after their own subsistence is provided for. 
There are twenty provinces, in each of which the chief officer is the 
president, a Dutchman, but the native chicf regent has the more direct 
relations with the people, arranges about their labour, &c.; the Dutch 
officials look after him and sce that he does not abuse his power. 


RELIGIOUS SERVICES IN SHANGHAI. 


(To the Editor of The London and China Telegraph.) 

Sir,—Twenty-seven years ago—that is, in 1845—Divine services 
were held on Sunday mornings at the British Consulate, Shanghai 
(then within the walls of the Chinese city), and also on shipboard, am 
occasion offered, the missionaries of all denominations tiking charge 
in turn of these services. The Romain Catholics hal little chapels for 
Chinese converts scattered all over the country, generally quite unno- 
ticeable, beiag constructed a3 a part of some peasant’s dwelling. 
There was also a rendezvons for the priests and a school in the S.E. 
suburb of the city; and at Sicavey there was the beginning of an 
establishment of a more general character. 

Dr. Lockhart hid a emall dispensary also in the S.E. suburb, 
thouzh nearer the City wall, and here Dr. Medhurst used to preach 
in Chinese, holding mretings also in his own hired house. Such 
were the beginnings of public religious work ant worship about three 
years after the signing of the Treaty of Nankia. But progress was 
rapid—that is, comparatively. Missionaries and teachera c+me from 
all quarters, schoo!s were commence, chipels built, hospitals pro- 
vided, societies established, and the general outline of religious opera - 
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tions filled up very much after the manner to which we have been 
accustomed at home. It would be impossible to trace this progress 
with any regard to brevity. [ must leap over the interval, and give you 
the last reaulta as they are now before us, 

First in order of time come the Roman Catholica. They have now 
avery large cathedral near the bank of the river, south of the City; 
also, within the City walla, an old Temple restored to them by the 
Chinese Government and now refitted as a church and school with 
atudents. The establishment at Sicawcy has grown to very large 
dimensions, including a nunnery, schools, and I know not what 
departments of their very extensive operations in this Province. Be- 
sides these, there is church a for foreigners (chiefly Portuguese) in 
the French ‘‘Concession”—so called; the Lazaristes have an es- 
tablishment with a resident procureur. The number of Roman 
Catholic priests hereabouts is large, though constantly varying; and 
there are ten Sisters of Charity connected with the hospital for foreign- 
ers, Seamen, and others. 

The Church of England is represented by a Consular Chaplain, who 
officiates in a large, massive red-brick church; and by a missionary 
of the Church Missionary Socicty who has a foreign-built chapel within 
the city, and a preaching-place elsewhere. |The Seamens’ Church at 
Pootung is a sort of link between English and American Episcopalians, 
the original trust-deed providing that the services there might be ac-- 
cording to the usage of either the English or American Churches. Our 
American brethren (Episcopaliang) have a large mission church for 
Chinese exclusively, near the middle of the walled city, also a mission 
chapel at Hong Kew where, in addition to Chinese services, an Ameri- 
ean congregation assembles on Sundays, night and morning; one of 
the missionaries acts as pastor, and is supported in part by his own 
countrymen, who arc residents here in good number. 

The American Church mission has also a boys’ school (it formerly 
had one for girls also), and several vernacular day-schools, besides a 
new chapel some little distance in the country. The American 
Presbyterians have four missionaries, three churches, two schools, and 
an admirable printing establishment. The American Baptists, one 
missionary, one church, a small chapel, and a day-school. The 
American Methodists have two missionaries, two chapels, and three 
schoola. 

Now we return to the English community again—the Presbyterian 
and Congregational element of which unite with their Nonconformist 
friends of other nationalities in the maintenance of a union chapel, 
which supports a minister of its own, and also sustains a female mis- 
sionary to Chinese women and girls; thus blending their work with 
the London Missionary Society, which has two missionaries, three 
Chapels, and several day-schools. Moreover, the general agent for 
China of the Bible Society has his head-quarters here. 

There remain to be noticed some institutions which have become 
localised now, though all owe their or/gin (asdo the Churches) to the 
efforts first made by those troublesome people who are always getting 
themselves and cthers into difficulty, the missionaries. 

The dispensary commenced by Dr. Lockhart has grown to be a 
Hospital for the Chinese, with its own premises, board of trustees, 
annual meeting, &c. A similar hospital at Hong Kew has sprung up 
under the shadow of the American Episcopalian Mission, and both are 
sustained by local contributions. So is also the Shanghai Female 
School Society, to which has lately been bequeathed a school-house and 
grounds, outside the west gate of the city. 

The Auglo-Chinese school for educating Chinege youths in the 

English language is supported in part from local funds, and in part by 
the English Church Missionary Society. There ig also an Eurasian 
school for half-castes, with a good new building provided for it ; and 
there are four small private schools, of different grades, for children of 
foreign nationalities, chiefly English and American, a few Portuguese 
mingling with them. Very recently an eye infirmary has been estab- 
lished; the building having been provided from funds left by a blind 
Chincse girl, who had been taken to England for education by Mrs. 
Gutzlaff, who afterwards returned here ; she eupported herself, in good 
part, for many years, by teaching her own countrymen how to read 
English! I bave not mentioned in detail a considerable number of 
smaller dispensarics and day schools, all of which are doing good in 
8 quiet way; nor yet the fact that every winter arefuge is provided 
for the poor and destitute who, in an over-populated country like this, 
are gure to be found in great numbers auffering in a way that Chris- 
tian people cannot bear to see without making some effor: to relieve 
them ; hence the foreigners of Shanghai provide during four winter 
months a shelter for the homeless, clothes and food for the aged and 
children, and (especially) work for the able-bodied among the Chinese 
poor. 

Now youneed bardly be reminded that Shanghai hastwo names, ‘‘ The 
Model Settlement ” and ‘‘A Sink of Iniquity.” With regard to the 
latter, whilst it cannot be denied that Shanghai shares, with all large 
communities called Christian, the opprobium of exhibiting some 
truly odious features which are disgraceful to any form of civilization, 
it must be remembered that much of the “iniquity” which flows to 
this place, as to a ‘‘ Sink,” flows from the countries where enlighten- 
ment abounds, and progress isthe order of the day, and moral purity 
should have its home if anywhere on earth. Notwithstanding which 
it is lamentably true that England, America, France, Australia, 
California, Germany, Canada, have all sent us here specimens of cvil- 
doers, which it makes one's heart ache to contemplate, but they have 
also sent us true-hearted men and women who do comething to check 
the evil thus exported hither, and to make matters better than they 
would be if let alone to the unchecked operation of evil influences, 
both thoze which are indigenoua here and those which come from 
abroad. 

Let me recapitulate :—3 Roman Catholic Churches, 1 English, 1 
American, and 1 Seamen’s Church, 1 Union Chapel, 12 Mission 
Chorches and Chapels, 2 Hospitals and many Dispensaries, 1 Eye 
Infirmary, 1 Anglo-Chinese and 1 Eurasian School, 7 Mission Schools, 
4 private ones for European children, and several vernacular for 


pone of the Shipwrecked Marinera’ Society, 1 Institution for tho 
ind, 

Now it is idle, and worse than idle, to ignore the importance of 
such an offshoot of the enterprise of Western nations transplanted to 
the shores of the Far East; neither ought the goud to be ‘‘ evil spoken 
of,” which the residents themselves are endeavouring to cherish and 
sustain. When the capital of China is transferred (as it should be and 
may be) from Peking to Chin-kiang, then Shanghai will be appreciated 
perforce.— Yours truly, E W.8.

THE P. AND O. COMPANY’S MEETING. 

The half-yearly meeting of this Cempany was held on the 6th inst. 
P. D. Hadovy, E-q., in the chair. 

The Chairman, in moving the adoption of the report, said that the 
policy pursued by the Board in disposing of veszels no longer suited 
for the altered state of the traffic had proved successful. He was glad 
to say also that the new ships hal proved very satisfactory. He read 
extracts from a letter from the captain of the Peshuwur, reporting the 
admirable qualities of that vesscl in the cyclone off Madras. Notwith- 
standing the additions to the Company's flect no call for increased 
capital would be necessary. The increase in the cost of coal and sea- 
men’s wages would tend to increase the expenses. In regard to the 
late strike at Southampton, he was glad to say it had beeo arranged 
satisfactorily. Mr. Sutherland had successfully negotiated with the 
Italian Government for the transfer of the work and the subsidy of the 
company now running between Brindisi and Alexandria, known 
as Palmer's line. The subsidy of £19,000 was not so much as 
the removal of opposition. With the new arrangement of landing 
goods at Venice they expected great advantages to follow. He could 
not help noticing the tact and ability shown by Mr. Sutherland in 
settling this difficult matter. In regard to the Suez Canal he regretted 
that the large increase proposed by the Canal Company in their tariff 
would prohibit them from using itat present, except for the passage of 
vessels requiring repairs, &c. As an illustration of how it would work, 
he said that last year they paid for transit of goods through Egypt 
£65,000 ; the cost by the Canal would have been £80,000, and by the 
new ecile £120,000. He would conclude by moving the adoption of 
the report. 

Admiral Coffin, a shareholder, seconded its adoption, and asked if 
the Adriatico Orientale Company (Palmer's) would take shares in the 
P. and O., to which the Chairman replied in the negative. 

Mr. Mackenzie, of the firm of Mackenzie, Trinder, and Co., soli- 
eitora, said, that although he was a young shareholder, he believed he 
represented the views of many others; he was not satisfied with the 
dividend of 6 per cent. per annum, considering that the company had 
4 monopoly. It was very far below the Cunard and other companies, 
and the reason was partly owing to the expensive management. He 
disapproved of managing directors; the board of directors should be 
safficient, and the various managers of departments should be respon- 
sible tothem. With the system of managing directora, who were, of 
course, constantly in the office, the board were too apt to be led by 
these gentlemen, and pass the measures they recommended. Ho 
must oppose the election of Mr. Sutherland as a managing director 
on principle. Healso thought that the coal and building contracts 
should be put up for public competition. He would advise the pay- 
ment of the directors on a scale according to the dividends. He 
was surprised that the directors had not sooner adopted the port’of 
Brindisi and possessed themselves of land and premises while they 
were to be obtained comparatively cheap; they were daily rising in 
value. 

A Shareholder said that with regard to conls, about which he was 
well acquainted, he could tell the meeting that the directors had not 
been asleep, for they had made a large contract for Welsh coal at a 
price which could not be done to-day under 4s. advance. 

Another Shareholder said the directora were acting wisely in elect- 
ing Mr. Sutherland as a managing director. 

The Chairman, in reply, said that eo far from the Company enjoying 
& monopoly they were subject to the most severe competition by the 
Measageries, Holt’s line, and a host of private steamers, and their 
subsidy bound them to keep time at the different stations, which often 
prevented them from obtaining cargo, &c. In regard to the system 
which had been always followed by the Company of having managing 
directors, he stated that this was provided fer in the deed, and they had 
no choice in the matter; but he could assure the shareholders that the 
attendance of the board twice a week was not a matter of form, they 
took nothing for granted, but examined the necessary documents for 
themselves. In regard to the proposal to elect Mr. Sutherland, this 
wag owing to thc altered arrangement with Mr. Allan,so longa manag- 
ing director. In regard to obtaining coals and ships by asking 
tenders he did not agree that it was the best mode; the case of coal 
had just been illustrated by a shareholder, and as to shipbuilding, 
they took care to have all the competition of competent builders, 
The proposition to pay the directors according to the dividends he 
considered very pernicious. 

No response being made to the suggestions of Mr. Mackenzie, the 
Chairman concluded by moving the adoption of the report and the 
dividend of 3 per cent. for the half-year. This he might say had been 
earned in spite of lower freights and 20 per cent. reduction in passage 
money. Carricd unanimously. 

EXTRAORDINARY MERTING. 

The meeting was then made special, and the Chairman proposed, in 
a complimentary specch, that Thomas Sutherland, E-q., be clected a 
director. Mr. De Salis seconded the same, allnding to the tried 
merits and services of Mr. Sutherland. Carried unanimously. 

Mr. Sutherland thanked the board and the sharcholdere, and stated 
that this promotion would be appreciatcd and stimulate him to greater 
efforts on their bebalf.

THE FRENCH IN CHINA. 
M. GiQquEt’s article on La Politique Francaise en Chine, in 
the penultimate number of the Revue des Deux Mondes, has 

















at least the merit of being candid. He looks the position of 


his countrymen in China fairly in the face, and neither 
exaggerates the importance of their commercial relations 
with that empire nor is blind to the political errors 
into which they have fallen. “You come to China with 
your merchandise, we with our ideas,” was the remark once 
made by a French Consul to his English colleague. 
And such in few words is the substance of the first 
part of M. Giqugt’s article. He points out that the 
whole of the French commerce with China is carried on at 
Shanghai, and that there out of all the foreign dealers in silk 
ouly five are French. At Canton and elsewhere not a single 
French merchant is found to occupy the concessions of land 
granted for their use, and he very naturally remarks on this 
state of things that “Le vrai parti 4 prendre est de nous 
“en debarrasser le plus vite possible et de les rendre au 
* gouvernement Chinois.” 

By far the most important part of his article is that in 
which he deals with the “missionary question.” As a 
Frenchman, and as one who has for years been in close 
relationship with Provincial officials of all grades, and on 
terms of intimacy with the mercantile and working classes, 
he is unusually qualified to give an opinion on the policy at 
present pursued by his Government towards the priests. 
And this he unbesitatingly condeinns. The missionaries 
now, he tells us, “N’ont plus été regardés que comme des 
emissaires Frangais,” and hence all the ill-feeling which has 
lately been shown towards them by the Government and 
mandarins, culminating in the Tientsin Massacre, which, in 
his opinion, was directed solely against the missionaries 
and through them against France. We entirely agree with 
M. Giquen up to this point; but in apportioning the 
shares of blame which should attach to his Government 
and the missionaries, we are of opinion that he looks 
with too friendly an eye on the mistaken conduct of 
the latter. From the year 1857, when the war was un 
dertaken, to revenge the death of l’Abbé CHAPPEDELAINE, 
he dates the beginning of all their troubles. Up to 
that time the missionaries had pursued the even tenour of 
their way in peace and quietness. The same indulgence 
which has ever been extended by the Chinese to the followers 
of Buppua, Manomet, and Moses, was shown also to them. 
But then they existed only on sufferance, and they behaved 
themselves as those who were perfectly aware of the fact. 
The instant, however, that the French Government inter- 
fered forcibly on their behalf, the aspect of things changed. 
They ceased to be regarded by the mandarins as the harm- 
less fanatics they had hitherto been considered, and were 
looked upon as the vanguard of the French army. But 
itis unfair to charge this change entirely to the conduct 
of the Government. The truth is that the animosity of the 
mandaring was aroused far more by the pretensions put 
forward by the missionaries than by the interference 
exercised on their behalf. This is clearly shown in the 
circular on the subject recently published by the 
Tsung-li Yamen. The chief complaiats therein advanced 
are that the Roman Catholic bishops are daily in the 
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habit of usurping the insignia of provincial Governors ; of 
claiming equality of rank with mandarins of the highest 
grades ; and of defending their converts against the lawful 
native authorities. That these complaints are only too well 
founded is unfortunately true, and M. Giquen admits as 
much ; but at the same time he ignores their importance, 
and is willing to censure the policy of his Government and 
the imprudence of zealous converts rather than those who 
by his own showing are the chief offenders. 

But whatever differences of opinion may exist on this 
point, the main fact that intense animosity is felt by the 
mandarins towards the Roman Catholic missionaries admits 
of no doubt. The continued existence of such a state of 
things is pregnant with danger, and M. Giquet calls on his 
Government to escape from the toils in which by their own 
deed they have become entangled. He proceeds to show 
how this may be done, and we would entirely endorse his 
advice. He urges on his Government the necessity of defi- 
nitely settling the terms on which the missionaries should 
be entitled to hold communication with the mandarins, 
and the etiquette which should be observed between them ; 
and he advocates the throwing open of the missionary 
establishments for periodical inspections. If some such 
arrangements as these are not soon arrived at events must 
shortly arise which will call for armed interference on the 
part of France, and M. Giquen reminds his countrymen that 
should such a contingency occur the Chinese army will not 
be found in the same miserable condition in which it was 
twelve years ago. The soldiers of the present time are not 
the same as those who ran away at Sin-ho, and were demo- 
lished at Palikeaou. The Chinese Government can, at this 
moment, reckon on 50,000 men, armed with Remington or 
Enfield rifles, and well versed in European drill, ready to do 
battle in its cause. Such a force is not to be lightly esteemed, 
and M. GiquEL’s countrymen will do well to ponder his con- 
cluding words: “La Francs,” he says, . . “ doit sortir d’an 
état de choses qui enchaine sa politique, et lengagerait dans 
une voie peut-étre funeste.” 








HONG KONG JUSTICE ONCE MORE. 

Ir would really appear as if some strange fatality attached 
to the office of the Chief Justice of Hong Kong. We 
had hoped that when Chief Justice SMaLE—on some of 
whose acts we felt it our duty to comment with some se- 
verity—left the colony there would have been an end, fora 
season, at least, of the continual squabbles, hesitations, se- 
tractations, appeals, and geueral muddle which cbarac- 
terised the Supreme Court. It would seem, however, 
that our friends in Hong Kong have, in the substitu- 
tion of Justice Batt for Justice SmaLe, been placed in 
the unenviable situation commonly described as “ out 
of the frying-pan into the fire.” The Overland China 
Mail gives au account of a proceeding, 8)? undignified 
and self-cuntradictory—at once so arbitrary, so vacil- 
lating, and so unreasonable, on the part of the Acting 
Chief Justice, as to call, not only for the indignant protest 
of the residents, but also for the interference of the Secre- 
tary of State in Downing-street, if the reputation of English 
justice and the dignity of the Court are to be reclaimed 
from the contempt and dislike that recent events have sur- 
rounded it with. The facts of the case are startling in their 
simplicity and contradictoriness. Au English merchant— 
Mr. Davin WetsH—while performing the thankless duty 
of a juror, was reprimanded aud fined for “not paying 
attention” to a case which he had to decide. Mr. 
WELSH, who was an invalid at the time, very cour- 
teously apologised to the Judge, who at once remitted the 
fine ; but it appears that, so far from not paying sufficient 
attention to the cases before him, Mr. WetsH had paid a 
great deal more attention to them than was palatable to the 
sensitive nerves of his Acting “ Lordship,” and he sent a 
letter to the Daily Press, in which he drew attention to what 
he described, and no doubt believed, to be the “ miscarriage 
in justice” in more than one case before the same “ DANIEL 
come to judgment.” Now comes the grossness of the incon- 
sistency. On reading this letter—which no English journal- 
ist will contend the editor of the Daily Press was not fully 
justified in publishing—Mr. Acting Chief Justice Bau 
took proceedings against both writer and _ publisher, 
trotting out the worn-out stalking-horse of ‘“ Contempt 
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of Court,” and literally sentencing Mr. WersH to a 
fortnight’s imprisonment, and holding the powers of the 
law in terrorem over the head of the publisher, unless 
he chose to retract the very pertinent comments. A more 
monstrous stretch of authority was never perpetrated in an 
English court ; and, if the English residents in Hong Kong 
do not cause this stigma to be removed from it, they may 
bid farewell to the prestige of British law, justice, and liberty 
in the native mind. It is monstrous to pretend that becanse 
a fine, which was proved to be undeserved, was remitted, Mr. 
Wetsu forfeited the right of every British citizen to com- 
ment on the acts of a public man. But, even if Mr. WELSH 
had exceeded the limits of fair criticism, which we contend 
he did not, to subject a gentleman of his position and pur- 
suits, and in his state of health, to imprisonment, without

THE P. AND O. COMPANY. 
Tue directors’ report—published in our last issue—was | 
presented to the shareholders at the half-yearly meeting on | 
the 6thinstant. The directors seem firmly and resolutely— 
to use a sporting term—to have put on the gloves, and are 
prepared to meet all comers. Sixteen new vessels, aggregat- 
ing 50,000 tons, have been contracted for during the last 
four years, increasing the fleet of the company to fifty ves- 
sels, of 113,208 tons. This is a substantial sign of the 
counsels which prevail at the board, and it is fortunate for 
the shareholders that they have directors, capable of adapting 
themselves to the altered circumstances, which in these days 
constantly arise. We all know now difficult it is to get out 
of an old subsidised groove. Carrying mails and passengers 
with a large subsidy, and taking choice cargoes at £20 to 
£40 per ton, was the comfortable state of things from which 
the directors have but lately emerged. Now we find them 
entering into keen competition with private steamers, and 
carrying off the first of the new season’s tea. Telegrams 
received last week announce the departure of the Deccan 
from Shanghai, at £7 per ton, the Jfalacca from Foochow, 
at £5, and the Sunda, from Canton, at £4 10s. No doubt 
these steamers will be the first to arrive from the respective 
ports, and after discharging will be able to make good 
defects, and return to the eastern stations. The difficulties 
which attach to the organisation of the mail service are con- 
siderably enhanced, when the company attempt to combine 
cargo voyages such as this. Agaiv, we have seen that finding 
they were at a disadvantage in the substitution of Brindisi 
for Marseilles for the mail service, the directors despatched 
Mr. SutHERLAND to treat with the Italian Government, for 
the trausfer of a subsidy, which has been paid to the Adriatico 
Orientale Company, for the conveyance of mails to Alex- 
andria. Mr. SuTHERLAND has overcome all the thousand 
and one difficulties which always surround any business 
negotiations with the officials of that land of dolce far niente. 
By this arrangement the company, in addition to the subsidy 
of £20,000 per annum, remove the opposition, and they will 
vow be able to Jand cargo from India, China, &., at Venice, 
for distribution to any part of the Continent. We are glad 
to see that Mr. SurHERLAND has been elected to a seat on the 
Board ; he is unquestionably the right man in the right 
place, and it would have been a mistake to have longer de- 
ferred this compliment. 





WELL acquainted as many of our readers are with the 
public institutions of Shaughai, they may scarcely be pre- 
pared for the startling summary contained in the letter of 
our correspondent “ E. W.S.,” which will be found in another 
column. It is encouraging sometimes to pause awhile, even 
in good work, in order to ascertain the progress made ; and 
we are indebted to our correspondent for placing before 
us so vivid and satisfactory an account of the results of 
the labours of missionaries, and the liberality of fo- 
reigners, in what we prefer to call “the model settle- 
ment,” if we are compelled to choose a name for Shanghai 
out of the two our correspondent mentions. Nineteen

CHINA AND JAPAN AT THE EXHIBITION. 

In our notice written in May of last year, of the first of what 
is intended to be a series of International Exhibitions, we had oc- 
casion to express regret at the almost entire absence of objects 
representative of the arts or industries of China and Japan. We 
are glad to find that the hints we then threw out have not been 
wholly disregarded, and that in the present Exhibition, although 
the Far East is anything but adequately represented, still there 
are here and there to be found some of those marvellously com- 

licated specimens of ingenious workmanship for the construction 
of which the Chinese and Japancse workman has long been fa- 
mous. There is, however, still one thing wanting. The few ob- 
jects which as we have said are to be found are scattered over the 
numervus departments into which the building is divided, are 
by their isolation completely lost in the mass of other exhibits 
with which they are surrounded. We have au Indian Court pre- 
senting from end to end one continued blaze of Oriental magni- 
ficence, and specimens from other countries Foreign and European 
are collected in special “ Annexes,” as Her Majesty's Commis- 
sioners are pleased to name the various galleries. But China and 
Japan productions can find no place set apart for their display, 
and, so far from being brought prominently into notice, are, ns we 
have said, so distributed in holes and corners as to render a 
involving a vast expenditure 
of time and labour, even though the explorer may have the as- 
sistance of the elaborate catalogue—slightly less complicated than 


ones ; and four charitable institutions of the highest order; | Bradshaw—to aid his researches. To make ‘confusion worse 
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confounded” many of both the Chinese and Japanese exhibits 
are not catalogued at all, while many again have no distinguish- 
ing label affixed explanatory of their names and uses. We know 
not upon whose shoulders the weight of blamo for these short- 
comings is to rest, but we trust they will be remedied in future 
Exhibitions. Surely a China and Japan collection would prove 
as interesting as Mr. Bucklands fish-hatching apparatus, or Mr. 
Walter’s exhibition of back volumes of The Times, to both of 
which special departments are afforded. 

In proceeding to a brief notice of the Far Eastern productions 
which are exhibited, it is necessary to record the impossibility 
—for reasons which we have already stated—to give the precise 
position of the objects referred to. Of all the “ Annexes,” how- 
ever, the one in which the Far East is present to the largest 
extent is that known as the East Quadrant, reached by a flight 
of stairs from the jewellery and musical instrument galleries. 
Chinese porcelain is here shown in the form of a large fish bowl 
in company with some vases, tea-cups, and tea-pots lent by 
Messrs. Hewett and Co. Sir Rutherford Alcock is also an exhi- 
bitor and sends some charming specimens of Chinese porcelain 
and jade, amongst which are scent bottles, a bracelet, tea-pots, 
cups, saucers, and basins. Some of the enamelled work is beau- 
tiful, particularly that of a pair of jars and covers. Famous 
above all for their ivory carving, the skill of the Chinese appears 
again in a number of boxes and small cabinets, some of which 
are covered with raised carved figures and landscapes. In par- 
ticular there is a large ivory basket, pierced everywhere by the 
knife of the deft workman, whose patient labour has produced a 
most exquisite work. These boxes, with the carved designs, are 
in truth amongst the features of the Exhibition, and will amply 
repay the visitor for his trouble in finding them. Her Majesty’s 
late Minister in China is also the exhibitor of a magnificent 
robe, the ground of white silk, upon which are embroidered the 
representation of birds whose plumage is the most beautiful that 
mortals ever set their eyes upon. It is a garment such as 
might have covered the veiled Prophet, or its lustrous folds 
would add dignity to an Emperor. Several pairs of Chinese 
ladies’ shoes, of such minute dimensions as to render it a matter 
of wonder how any human foot can be compressed into so small 
& space, are likewise shown, but by whom neither catalogue nor 
label informs us. 

Turning from China to Japan we find that the interests of that 
country have been well looked after by Sir Harry Parkes, whose 
collection is unique. This includes some Kioto brocades, mar- 
vellous specimens of brilliancy and colouring, of which British 
looms and British operatives might, we imagine, try in vain to 
turn outthe equal. The Exhibition is also indebted to Sir Harry 
for several pairs of Japanese slippers, all blue satin and gold or- 
nament, and some Japancse costume figures, one representing a 
young lady in a very coquettish attitude, and another lady with 
an open umbrella. The grotesque is largely imported into these 
figures—the rabbits dressed in red, and the fantastically attired 
monkey, with a fan in one paw and some bells in the other, being 
amusing caricatures of humanity. Again in another place is to 
be found a variety of articles in Japanese lacquer, &c., including 
a massive sword in gold and lacquer, & landscape in the same 
beautiful work, small cabinets with birds in lacquer, and some cups 
and saucers. Tothesealso we find Sir Harry’sname attached. What 
is evidently a Japanese flirtation is depicted on a large tortoise- 
shell tray exhibited by Messrs. Farmer and Rogers. The gentleman, 
who has a fan in one hand, has evidently failed to make much of 
an impression on the object of his adoration, who looks more scared 
than pleased ; whilst the ardent lover’s attendant is the picture 
of despair, Messrs. Hewett and Co. lend a Japanese cabinet of 
silver, gold, and lacquer work, on which are some extraordinary 
figures. Surmounting it is an ivory box, admirably made, and not 
unlike a doll’s house. Br. Drocachis exhibits Japanese bronze vases, 
and a collection of Japanese embroidery, at once artistic and 
beautiful, shown by Messrs. Joseph and Co., stands out promi- 
nently among specimens of similar work from other countries with 
which it is placed in contiguity. 





TEA STATISTICS—1801-1871. 

Some economic facts of considerable interest are disclosed by a return 
from the etatistical department of Her Majesty’s Customs. In this 
paper are set out year by year, from 1801 to 1871, the weight, the 
price in bond, and the rate of duty of the tea consumed in the United 
Kingdom. This table, therefore, embraces seventy-one years. In the 
first year when the population of the kingdom was 15,828.000, the 
average price of tea being 4s. 24d. per Ib. (market price 8s., duty 
1s. 2hd.), the quantity consumed was 23,730,000 Ibs., or 1 Ib. 8 02. per 
head of population, The extreme contrast to this is presented by the 
last year of the series, In 1871 the population was 31,513,000, or just 
double that of 1801, the average price of tea 1s. 104. per Ib. (in bond, 
1s. 4$d.; dutv, 6d.), the weight consumed 123,402,000 Ibs. ; the rate 
per hesd 3 Ibs. 15 oz. The lapse of half a century brought this 
change to the tea drinkers of the nation—the price to the con- 
sumer had fallen 55 per cent.; the average weight consumed 
by each individual of the community had increased by 166 per 
cent, The lowest price in the return and the highest rate of 
consumption are those just quoted for 187]. The decrease in 
the rate of consumption, with a market rise of price, is obvious 
enough generally. Tea was rising from 1801 till 1809, when the price 
was 6s, 10d., or 2s. 73d. more than in 1801; the rate per head was only 
1 Ib. 8 oz., or 5 oz. less than at the commencement of the century. 
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During the twenty-five years, 1809 to 1883, the rate of consumption 
though generally following the fluctuations off§price, indicates no in- 
crease of permanent demand. Prices varied in that interval between 
6s. 10d. and 48. 2d.; tho rate of consumption between 1 Ib. 3 oz. and 
1 1b. 60z. Viewed by the light of subsequent developments, the trade 
appears to have been stagnant, so much so that in 1834 ond 1885, though 
tea was cheaper than in 1801, the rate per head consumed was rather leas. 
It is not till we reach 1846 that any very marked improvement is 
established—then the price was 3s. 3}d., the rate per head 1 lb. 11 oz. 
Thence, with scarcely a check, the rate of consumption has continued 
to augment up to the present time. The financial history of the last 
decade will be in the memory of most people. The tea duties have been 
an important feature in all the budgets of the time. This period can be 
most succinctly illustrated by abstracting and condensing some of the 
figures of Mr. Baxter's paper.

The law of these fizures is simple—with one al eitakeanioa the price 
the consumer had to pay decreased yearly ; the rate of consumption in- 
creased concurrently with the diminution of price. But the decreased 
consumption of 1868 is probably due mere to the long paralysis of 
manufacturing and commercial enterprise which followed the credit 
panic of 1866 than to the very small increase of price in the first-named 
year. In 1865, when the duty was Is. Od., tea brought into the im- 
perial exchequer £5,581,000. In 1871, the duty being 6d., the yield 
to the revenue was £3,085,000. Hence the reduction of the duty has 
entailed a clear loss to the Treasury of £2,500,000 a year.

TEA. 

There has been no improvement in the tone of the market ; the de- 
mand both for export and home consumption has been unusually 
small; whilst the earlier opening and large settlement of new Teas at 
Hankow and Canton have indaced importers to endeavour to close old 
season's accounts before the arrival of new Teas. Large quantities 
have been offered, at public sale, without reserve, and sales also made 
privately for this purpose ; and the result shows a declining tendency 
in nearly all kinda of Congou, Souchong, and Scented Teas. The pub- 
lic sales of the week have comprised 67,029 packages, of which 63,630 
packages have been printed without reserve. The stock in the United 
Kingdom on the 31st ultimo was estimated at 90,064,300 Ibs., against 
86,819,802 lbs. and the quantity afloat at 1,951,000 lbs., against 
6,370,870 lbs. last year. Deliveries have been on a. large scale, 
amounting to 14,350,000 Ibs. for last month, making the total for the 
year so far as follows, viz. :— :

Chinas, which seemed disposed rather to be losing favour, have within 
the last few days improved likewise, anda good 6d. recovery has been 
established, ‘Red Peacocks” being in request at 251, and Chop, $rd 
Teatlees, at 288. to 28s. 3d. Canton Silk has continued in steady de- 
mand, good market Teatlee becoming scarcer ever day and command- 
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ing 18s.6d. Deliveries during May were fairly good in the aggre- 
gate. Cantons and Japans showing comparatively the best figures. 
From Shanghai the latest acconnts seem to agree in an estimated 
export for the new season of 55,000 bales, but notwithstanding this 
ample quantity prices have opened on a high scale, and have further 
advanced, being now decidedly over our present London quotations.
